Unto which proceſs 
he was enclined by. ſewerall, reaſons(:) One 1s , be- 
cauſethat the generall prejudices of many in this 
age, *are ſuch, that if he had not done this, they 
would not have thought thele things queſtionable.

men, are more to be regarded from-any that make 

for them; ſince the forgeryes and falſifications of

aright beinſertedand fayſted in, Bus why or how 
theſe ſhould be adulterated be did not ſee. - Ewen in 
matters of common tranſa&ion, in our Engliſh 
Courts of judicature, be thought he had been told, 
that one precedent or verdiCt againſt the jurixdi&i- 
on of a Court zs of more validity than a thouſand 


for it : becauſe it is ſuppoſed that none will, con- 


trary to right and equity, infringe their own power, 
Further; if any ſhould oppoſe the ſayings of others
